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Spraying Vetoed by 
Shade Tree Board 



Declared Impracticable by Chair- 
man in Report to 
Council. 



The advisability of spraying the Bor- 
ougli of Narbcrth at i>iibHc expense to 
control the Japanese beetle was de- 
clared impracticable by the Borough 
Shade Tree Commission in a report 
presented to Council at its September 
meeting. The report, signed by Robert 
J. Edgar, chairman oC the Shade Tree 
Commission, states that the beetles do 
not attack all trees, and most of the 
damage on private grounds is done to 
vines, shrubs, plants and garden flowers 
which it is impracticable to spray with 
a high pressure sprayer. 

The report also considers the pur- 
chase of equipment and material by 
the Borough to spray with Borough 
labor impracticable. It reconnnends 
the spraying of trees on the com- 
munity and school playgrounds which 
are susceptible to attack. 

Tlie complete report follows: 
"It seems to us that it would be im- 
practicable to spray all trees and 
shndis on public grounds and privately 



owned grounds in the Ijorough for the 
control of the Japanese beetle. 

'"J'he work of this pest is quite seri- 
ous and we realize that if trees are 
defoliated successively for several 
years it will probably result in the ul- 
timate death of the trees. It so hap- 
pens there are only certain species of 
trees that are preferred by the beetle 
whereas other trees arc not attacked. 
Among the susceptible trees arc elms, 
horsechestnuts, cerries, sassafras, Lin- 
dens and some smaller trees which are 
not ordinarily found on public grounds 
or on streets. (Xir recommendations 
would be that the borough have 
spraved the trees in the playground 
and the horsccheslnut in front of the 
fire lunise until it is removed to the

Girls ill the Lower Merion Junior 
HiKli School may now appear at school 
minus stockinRS. hut their older sisters 
in the Senior HiRh nnist he fully 
Rarhed, was tlie decision arrived at by 
the Lower Merion Board of Education 
at its meeting last Wednesday night. 

A mother of a Junior High School 
girl, protesting at the meeting against 
the regulation requiring the girls to 
wear stockings, said: "My child has 
never worn stockings in her life and I 
feci it is an unnecessary restriction. 
She is only a little girl and to require 
lier to put on stockings would make 
her feel self-conscious and change her 
mental attitude in an undesirable way." 
She was one of four parents who ap- 
peared at the meeting to protest 
against this ruling. 

The sentiment of the Roard favored 
tlie removal of the restriction in the 
case of the Junior High School, but 
agreed witli Superintendent S. E. 
Downs that different circumstances in 
the Senior High School made it un- 
dcsiral)le to do so there. 

"It is not a question of modesty," 
said Mr. Downs in commenling on the 



matter, "1)ut of its relation to the dis- 
cipline and dignity of the school. Wc 
find that discipline and the general 
tone of the school is better when the 
girls wear stockings." 

In his report to the Board Mr. 
Downs made the following statement 
on the matter: 

"Several parents of High School 
pupils have raised a question as to the 
wisdom of retaining longer our re- 
strictions as to the girls wearing 
stocking.? and the boys coats or blouses 
with belts while seated in classroom 
or auditorium. These restrictions 
were inaugurated and retained in the 
High Schools for the purpose of aiding 
in discipline and of prcvcntng any 
undue familiarity under conditions of 
seating and Rrading necessary in a co- 
educational scliool. In gymnasium and 
on the athletic field the greatest pos- 
sible freedom of dress has been 
granted, but this could not oliviously 
l)e pernn'ttcd everywhere. I believe 
that these restricting regulations still 
liave value for our lioys and girls and 
in keeping high the tone of the school, 
but thcv are not of vital importance

Littering the Main Line 

One of the great problems constantly facing the local authori- 
ties is that of littered streets. No street-cleaning plan can work if 
a new supply of trash is deposited as soon as the first is removed. 
No householder can keep his lawns neat if junk is deposited as fast 
as it is burned. 

There are two sources of this litter. Careless people drop 
wrappings and papers as they pass, or toss them from autos. The 
greatest source is the handbill evil, which has risen to serious pro- 
portions in the one-time beautiful Main Line section. 

The motorist returns to his ])arked car to find the windshield 
obscured by a circular and the seats covered with dodgers and blot- 
ters. Many of these are promptly kicked into the gutter. The 
householder, faced with a rapidly-increasing number of handbills, 
is feeding the incinerator almost hourly. Despite the fact that this 
type of advertising arouses only resentment, it persists and in- 
creases. 

The chain stores, once the worst offenders, have discovered the

It is a matter for the 
commissioners, Councilmen and police to enact and enforce strict

newspapers can well carry the commercial new^s to homes. How 
long will the local authorities permit the Main J..ine to be a dumping 
ground for handbills?

One of my favorite barber shops has 
recently installed a radio for the edi- 
fication of its patrons. This is my 
idea of carrying coals to Newcastle, of 
carrying beers to Camden, of carrying 
bullets to Chicago.

Drayton Ehcy's l^enn A. C. Club 
on its sixtli appearance at the Narbcrlh 
Ball Field last Wednesday evening, 
September 10, found the going rather 
rougli for five innings, the game ending 
with a ^-3 score.

Three year.s ago Narberth signed up 
with the Penn Athletic Club and dur- 
ing that time found these boys their 
real nemesis in baseball.

playground. We would also reconi- 1 
mend tliat the school board have the i 
trees on their property sprayed. As | 
to the street trees which are under ourl 
care we do not know of any that are ] 
attacked by the Japanese beetle al- : 
though we will watch these carefully ] 
and if tliere is any danger of their j 
being injured during the season of 19.31 
we of course will expect to have them 
sprayed. 

"As to the general practice of spray- j 
ing for Japanese beetle it has been] 
found that an early spray — appro.\i- 1 
mately June 25 — before the adult bee- 
tle flies, is advisable using olcatc orj 
coated arsenate of lead which, of ] 
course, is poisonous. This acts in two | 
ways: First, as a repellent — beetles will | 
not eat poisoned foliage. Second, as a I 
.-toniach poison — beetles eating the j 
poisoned leaves will be killed. This j 
si'i'ay IS sometimes not efficient] 
tinough the entire season — up until 
m.d .-Xugusl — as ram and wind storms 
will sometimes wash and whip tlie 
spra\' materials from the tops of large 
trees. I'l is advisable that a second 
spray be applied, mainly to the tops 
of such trees, two weeks later or pos- 
sibly July 111. .X great part of the 
problem in controlling the Japanese 
beetle lies with individual property 
owners who raise gra|)es, anipelopsis 
on lumse walls, climbing roses, bush 
roses, hollyhocks, allbeas. pussj' willow 
and other smaller jilanls found in gar- 
teiis. Hectles are particularly fond of 
these and it is not practicable to have 
them sprayed by a local organizatioii 
using a higli-powered spraj'er such as 
is used on large trees because of the 
fact that these plants are continuously 
breaking forth new buds, flowers and 
leaves throughout the growing season. 
Our advice would be tliat the owners 
have the plants sprayed themselves 
using a small hand sprayer or have 
them sprayed by the gardener who 
takes care of otlier work around the 
grounds. 

".-Xs to the use of beetle traps it has 
been found that the bait used attracts 
beetles from a considerable distance 
and that grubs are found in the ground 
•lie following season at places where 
such traps were used. While a con- 
siderable number of beetles are caught 
the percentage is comparatively small 
with the number of beetles which are 
aliracted to the grounds. 

"'JVeating open, sunny lawns with ar- 
senate of lead ;m(l sand will destroy ! 
beetle grubs in the ground for a period 
of about three years and in addition i 
will save the grass by preventing the I 
lieetles from eating the roots. .All of j 
this is along the line of the general | 
control for Jajiaiiese beetle and we I 
should like to see property owners in 
the borough co-oi)erale with the bor- 
ough authorities in fighting this pest. 
We shall be very glad to make sugges- 
tions and recommendations at the prop- 
er time ne.xt season to help in the fight. 
A very rough figure as to the cost of 
spraying all trcjs in the boi^ugh would, 
be 'appro.ximately $10,000. As to just 
hoiy much it would cost t^i spray the, 
trees that arc fiablc to be attacked by 
beetles it would be very hard to esti- 
mate unless a detailed survey were 
made and even after tliis it is possible 
that the beetle might change its feed- 
ing habit and turn to other trees. It 
would seem impracticable to us for the 
borough to i)urchasc equipment for i 
s])rayiiig as it would cost ai)proxi- j 
mately $.Sll!)') to buy .•i])paratiis inchul- i 
iiiir ho<e. This, of course, would not 
include material and labor for the ac- 
tual s])raying and it is to be hoped that 
within the next five or six years that 
tlu- bt'ctle will have passed out of this 
particular territory. 

"W'e shall be glad to apjiear before 
the Rorough Council at any of your 
meetings and iro into this matter in fur- 
tlii'r del;iil and we hope that the above 
will answer ycnir <|uestions."

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Individual Batting Records Are Bright 

Spot in Narberth's Depressing Season

Tlic 1"J.30 season for the Narl)erth 
Hascball Club, on the cvc of the twen- 
tieth championship series, has been one 
of depression for tlic KinRs of the Mam 
Line Dianioiuts. 

The season, of conrse, is not yet over, 
with a fivc-Kanic series at liand, the 
outcome of which may agani hrnig to 
the Borough a championship that will 
prolonr,' the customary traditions of this 
great liall club. 

The season, in spite of its setbacks, 
has been one of the most active for the 
Narl)crlh Club who to date euKagcd in 
fiftv-three games, or ten more than in 
19'y These figures do not include the 
championship series and a few more 
engagements that usually follow in the 
late season against other champions o 
their respective leagues. We recal 
with interest tlic fervid rally staged 
bv the Davisineii during the activities 
of tlie first-half when, after dropping 
three games in succession in the Main 
Line League, they acconiplislied a most 
commendable spurt to capture the next 
six contests for the- title of the initial 
iialf with an average of .667. This com- 
pares with .778 of the 1929 season when 
the Borough club only suffered two de- 
feats during the whole season. 

Greater satisfaction for this discon- 
solate season is found in the returns of 
the accomplishments in independent 
baseball. While engaged in meeting 
independent clubs during tins season, 
Xarberth has vanquished twenty-two 
clubs out of the thirty-five that they 
have dealt with. Two have ended in 
even scores. This individual perform- 
ance the most praiseworthy of the year 
gives the champions a percentage of 
'.<-.29, compared with .6.Sn of the 1929 
season, the most successful year in in- 
dependent liascball. 

Summing up the status of the Hor- 
(Uigh club, we find them winning thirty 
games, losing twenty-one and tying two 
for a mark of .577. the returns from 
achievements in imlein-ndoiit ball ott- 
sftling the poor league statistics and 
thus ena1)liiig the pachyderms of the 
Main Line to remain above the ..'idU 
mark. ., .,., , 

There is still the possibility, of 
conrse. of capturing the championship 
lor the vcar bv defeating I'aoli and re- 
gaining some baseball prestige lost dur- 
ing the second half season. 

In the fiftv-three contests played 
(irior to the ' conmtcncement of the 
championship playoff. "Gene" Davis 
sluggers have made a better showing 
than in vears of vore. Looking at the 
\9^() season from a statistical stand- 
point, we find that in this dull year 
Xarl>erth has on many occasions out- 
hit their coiKiuerors; most of the de- 
feats it lias been revealed have been due 
to lack of co-operative measures among 
tbe Narberth batsmen when pals once 
reached liase. On mimerous instances 
tliere were left stranded on the lanes 
eiioiigli men to win a pair of games. 

This fact is well corroborated by the 
batting returns of tbe Narberth players 
whose batting eves have been keener 
this vear than at any other time on 
record. Vernie Fleck, veteran of the 
club, is the leading batsman among the 
Borough players, having continually 
bettered his first-half figure of .455 to 
turn in a percentage of .465 for the 
whole season.
